Claim 20, line 1 , the phrase "for manufacturing a coated film" has been 
changed to the phrase - of manufacturing the coated film according to claim 1 --. 

Claim 22, line 4, the phrase "coating made of has been changed to the 
phrase - coating consists of -. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims are 
allowable over the art of record because the closest prior art, Hubbard et al (EP 0906 
373 B1), while teach coextruded biaxially stretched polyolefin film coated with polyvinyl 
alcohol primer and exposed surface of the primer coat coated with a coating 
composition comprising lithium-potassium polysilicates binder and a layered inorganic 
mineral filler such as vermiculite, does not teach or suggest claimed top layer Z made of 
polyolefins modified using maleic acid anhydride and claimed an oxygen permeability at 
23 °C and 50% relative humidity of less than 1 cm 3 /m 2 *day*bar.
